6. All teachers receiving a pens'on shall 
be paid the same sum which shall not be 
le.ss than $180 per annum.

Gentlemen:— 

In answer to your request for a sUte- 
ment of the reasons underlying the trans- 
fer of Miss Ellen C. Griswold from the 
Girls' LAtln School to a position of vhe 
same rank and salary in the Dorchester 
High School, I respectfully make the fol- 
lowing report: ^ ^ ^ 

Miss Griswold was traasferred because 
she was not in sympathy with certain fun- 
damental plans and policies essential to the 
improvement of the Girls' Latin School. 
Her dominant influence In the school was 
such that the transfer was necessary In 
order to render possible the more rapid 
correction of serious defects In the spirit of 
the school and the methods of Instruction 
therein. 

Defects Long Reoogniaed. 

These defects have been long conttaued 
and well recognized, and a further delay 
in their correction did not seem desirable. 
Bach of the two preceding superintendents 
discussed with me the necessity of Improv- 
ing conditions in the Girls' Latin School. 
In a report made In March, 1904, I called 
attention to the efficiency of the Latin 
Schools, and made some recommendations 
with reference to a change of administra- 
tive detail. This report did not discuss 
defects in the spirit of the school and in 
methods of instruction, because these are 
largely matters depending upon the In- 
dividuality of the principal and teachers, 
and may be better corrected by persuasion 
and suggestion than by public discusjilon. 
From the beginning of my service In 1902. 



mcipais wroie a lexier caiiing aitenuon 
the fact that approximately one-fourth 
all the pupils In the High and Latin 

hools in the City of Boston were failing 



as supervisor, I have made every possible 
effort to accomplish by persuasion and ar- 
gument what Is now attempted by means 
of the transfer of Miss Griswold. but I 
have always found the Girls' Latin School 
less responsive to suggestions, and more 
satisfied with Its condition than any other 
school under my supervision. Having failed 
to secure any appreciable modification In i 
the methods of Instruction used In the 
school, I called a meeting of the teachers 
In April, 1907, at which I pointed out spe- 
cific defects of the school, and etated that 
I expected material and rapid changes In 
the ideals and methods of instruction pre- 
vailing therein. I further stated that un- 
' less the teachers were able to modify and 
Improve their methods, it would be neces- 
sary to transfer some of them to other < 
schools. The amount of modification ap- 
parent was insufficient to convince me that 
the Influential teachers of the school were 
in sympathy with the proposed changes. 
Bvents since the transfer have tended to 
show the correctness of this view. 

Plans and Policies Well Considered. 

Action In this case has not been precipi- 
tately taken. The defects of the school 
have been long under consideration and 
the plans for remedying them were not 
suddenly promulgated by the superinten- 
dent, with orders that they must be 
adopted. 

In January, 1907, one of the high school 
principals wrote a letter calling attention 

to ... - -

to pass their work. He urged that some- 
thing be done to enable a larger portion 
of these pupils to reach the requlrod stand- 
ards. Accordingly, a committee was ap- 
pointed, consisting of six assistant super- 
intendents, five high school principals, five 
elementary school principals, and ten 
prominent teachers In both high and ele- 
mentary schools. This committee held 
many meetings In the School Committee 
rooms.* The topic was recognised as one 
of the most vital Importance, and the In- 
terest was so great that nearly all the 
head-mastera of High and Latin Schools 
attended the meetings and took part in the 
discussions, even though they were not 
origlnallv appointed on the committee. I, 
personally, attended but few of the meet- 
ings. It was flnally agreed by the com- 
mittee that each head-master should pre- 
sent to his own school the conclusions of 
the committee and that later a general 
, meeting should be held. This meeting was 
attended by head-masters of High and 
Latin Schools, teachers of High and Latin 
Schools, principals of elementary schools, 
sub-masters, masters' assistants and first 
assistants in elementary schools, and all 
others teaching graduating classes In ele- 
mentary schools. At this meeting a public 
exposition of the plans and policies pro- 
posed by the committee was made. The 
principal of an elementary school presented 
the subject from the point of view of the 
elementary schools, a principal of a high 
school presented the subject from the point 
of view of the high schools, and the super- 
intendent spoke from the point of super- 
vision and general educational policy. 

At the meeting of the Girls' Latin School 
referred to above, I presented the same 
plans and policies discussed at the public 
meeting, except that they were modified to 
suit the specific nature of the Latin School, 
and were Illustrated with specific state- 
ments of defects, which I deemed undesir- 
able to announce publicly. The committee 
that gave consideration to these plans was 
representative of all Interests, amply ac- 
quainted with the best educational theory 
and practice, and thoroughly familiar with 
the conditions within Boston schools. They 
discussed carefully and repeatedly the 
many perplexing problems arising In High 
and Latin Schools. Some of the present

misunderstanding has arisen because the 
plana and policies recommended for the 
general high schools have been said to be 
intended for adoption in the Girls* Latin 
School. 

The conclusions of this committee were 
in accord with the best educational thought 
of the time, and In so far as they bear 
on the present case, they are as follows: 

1. The Attitude of Instruction Should Be 
Constructive. 
The instruction given in a school should 
be constructive, not destructive; positive, 
not negative. Some teachers conduct reci- 
tations on the assumption that they are 
expected to cause the pupil to fiail. No ' 
matter how well prepared a lesson may 
be. the teacher must, by some process, 
find something that the child does not 
know. EJvery recitation becomes a con- 
test between the pupil and the teacher, 
in which the desire of the teacher seems 
to be to cause the pupil to fait, if possible. 
With many pupils, especially girls of a 
retiring and sensitive disposition, such a 
course is highly detrimental. For them 
every recitation becomes a severe strain 
upon their nervous system, and the final 
result is discouragement, and frequently 
complete physical breakdown. Exactly the 
opposite atUtude should prevail. Pupils 
should go to the recitation eager to tell 
what they know, rather than afraid that 
they will be caught in something that 
they do not know. The spirit of the class 
should be such that the pupils will rush 
eagerly forward as far as their knowledge 
will allow, anxious to reach the uttermost 
limits of their achievement, and not be 
held back by fear of failure or criticism. 

2. Standards Should Not Be Lowered. 
The present standards of the Girls' Latin 
School cannot be lowered, and ought not 
to be lowered, but the methods and con- 
ditions of Instruction should be changed, 
so that a larger number of pupils in the 
school will bo able to reach the required 
standard. On October U. 1907, Mr. TeUow 
offered the following motion before the 
New England Association of Colleges and 
Preparatory Schools: **I move that it is 
the sense of this Association that the re- 
quirements for admission to college would 
be improved by the Introduction of changes 
or modifications in the direction of the six 
recommendations made by Mr. Farrand." 
The six recommendations referred to are 
that in algebra, geometry, physics. Latin 
and Greek Composition, ESnglish, and An- 
cient History, the amount of work re- 
quired for admission to college be reduced. 
Thus it will be seen that Mr. Tetiow rec- 
ognizes the difficulties of meeting the 
requirements for admission to college, and 
advocates a reduction in these require- 
ments. On the other hand, my efforts to 
reduce the pressure in the Girls' Latin 
School have not been directed towards re- 
ducing requirements for admission to col- 
lege: but to modifying the spirit and meth- 
ods of the school, so that the pupils hav- 
ing greater confidence and courage will do 
better work with leas nervous strain, and 
with the final result that more of them 
will be able to reach the high standards 
that are at present established. ^, ^ ^ , 

Many teachers in High and Latin Schools 
take pride In the superior quality of the 
pupils that survive what Is called the 
"weeding out" process. This process has, 
in my opinion, been carried to an extent 
not Justified In schools supported by public 
taxation. The Girls' Latin School, how- 
ever, Is a strictly college preparatory 
school, and It Is proper that pupils manb 
festly unable to reach the high stannarrt 
required for admission to college, should be 
excluded from this school. But, as a mat- 
ter of fact there have been some signifi- 
cant cases' where pupils who have been 
forced to leave the Latin School on ac- 
count of the discouraging conditions under 



which they were compelled to worK, have 
entered the college preparatory courses of 
the general high schools, completed the 
work with credU, secured admission to the 
best colleges, and finally graduated with 
honor. 

3. Marks Should Be Based on Accomplish- 
ment. 
The system of marking used in a school 
should be based on successful accomplish- 
ment. It is the fundamental law of life 
that one success begets another; that one 
defeat leads to a second. The teacher 
should arrive at a decision as to the mark 
to be given a child by what the pupil has 
actually done that Is right, and not by the 
process of subtracting for e^h error from 
a theoretical perfection. By the .latter 
process It Is possible to mark a P^pil «ero 
for a recitation, although he has given 
hours to Its preparation, and the work pre- 
sented that Is correct Is much greater than 
the work that la Incorrect. In so ^r as 
marks are necessary, they shoiJd be rec- 
ords of accomplishment and not Penalties 
for failures. Children cannot bo trained for 
victory by a succession of defeats. 
Conclusion. 

The policies ouUlned ab^7®r ^^® 2^S5?i 
Their adoption in the Girls' Latiu School 
is desirable. After long and careful con- 
sideration, I came to the conclusion that 
their adoption in spirit rather than in let- 
ter could be accomplished only by a change 
in the infiuentlal personnel of the school, 
and that the best solution o^he difficulty 
would be the transfer of Miss Grlswold.

PLAN FOR A PENSION SYSTEM FOR 
BOSTON SCHOOL TEACHERS. 

A communication was received from the 
High School Masters' Club, under date of 
Jan. 13, 1908, submitting the following 
notes on a bill for a pension system for 
teachers: 

1. We approve of the fact that there is 
in the bill no assessment on teachers. 

2. We approve of the fact that there is 
no compulsory age retirement. 

3. We approve of the fact that the pen- 
sions are arranged upon a percentage 
basis rather than upon a flat rate. 

4. We think that the small pension pro- 
vided will not stimulate voluntary retire- 
ment as provided for in para^aph 7. 

5. We think It should be dennitely stated 
tliat years spent on leave of absence for 
rest, travel or study should be counted as 
years of service. 

6. We think that it is not within our 
province to suggest a method of raising 
funds, as provided for in paragraphs 1, 2 
and 3; or to stipulate how the board of 
retirement shall be constituted, as pro- 
vided for In paragraph 5. 

7. We would suggest for consideration 
a scheme by which a certain pension would 
be paid to teachers who retire voluntarily 
after 20 years' service In Boston, and an 
additional amount for each additional 
year's service.

TRANSFER OF ELLEN C. GRISWOLD. 

On motion of Mr. Ellis, the following 
statement with reference to the transfer 
of Ellen C. Griswold from the Girls' Latin 
School to the Dorchester High School was 
ordered to be entered on the minutes of 
the Board, and the Secretary was directed 
to transmit a copy thereof to Mr. Tetlow, 
Head-Master of the Girls' Latin School:

ed to reverse the action of the Superin- 
tendent of Schools in transferrins Miss 
Ellen C. Griswold from the Girls' Latin 
School to a position of equal salary and 
equal rank In the Dorchester High School, 
and to retransfer Miss Qriswold to the 
Girls' Latin School. 

We have given careful consideration to 
the reasons advanced by those who desire 
this done, and by those who consider such 
a course unwise, including the arguments 
for and against the transfer contained in - 
many written communications addressed to 
the Committee or its Chairman or individ- 
ual members, and also to the reasons given 
by the Superintendent for the transfer, and 
to the arguments advknced by the Head- 
Master of the Girls' Latin School against 
the transfer, and have endeavored to ob- 
tain the fullest information and the clear- 
est understanding possible in regard to the 
actual situation Realizing that our duties 
are administrative, as well as Judicial, we 
have noi limited our Inquiry to the In- 
formation which the Superintendent, the 
Head-Master of the school, and the com- 
mittees and Individuals interested in the 
matter have presented for our considera- 
tion, but have endeavored to secure all 
available information which would aid us 
in reaching a correct conclusion. 

The Committee feels that in order that Its 
attitude on the question of th'.» transfer un- 
der discussion may be understood it la 
necessary to consider certain general 
aspects of the case. 

There are many, including some former 
members of the School Committee who 
have taken the position that no transfer 
of a teacher should be made without tho 
consent of the teacher, and also of the 
master, and, furthermore, of the corre- 
sponding teacher and master In the other 
school concerned In the transfer, and It 
may be said that for many years, and up 
to the Inauguration of this new Board, this 
has been the custom In the Boston schools. 
Some of those who have taken this view 
have gone so far as to say that when, pur- 
.suant to her first appointment, the Super- 
intendent had assigned a young Normal 
School graduate to a given school, it vir- 
tuallv resulted In a contract, according 
to the unwritten terms of which the 
teacher had a right to remain in that 
school as long as she lived and taught 
in the Boston schools. Others, and prob- 
ably a majority of those who have opposed 
this transfer, have taken the position thit 
a transfer must be regarded as an odious 
thing, and necessarily a punishment, or at 
least must be regarded as a measure of 
discipline. 

From all of these views this Committee 
entirely dissents. If no teacher can be 
tr.insferred at all. or only as the result of 
an act of punishment or discipline, and 
not merely because it Is felt that a teach jr 
can be mote helpful or useful to the ser- 
vice in some other position of correspond- 
ing rank, then we have a petrified school 
system which will certainly produce In- 
ferior results In school a'lmlnlst ration, Just 
as it would in the admlnlstr.ition of any 
other system. 

Almost Innumerable examples of the In- 
jurious effect of the petrified policy can 
be cited from experience. To illustrate, 
there have been cases In the administra- 
tion of the schools where an eflficient 
teacher has not been on sp*^king terms 
with an equally efTlciont master, and this 
well known condition of affairs has been 
allowed to exist for years under the old 
system of "no transfer without the consent 
of the teacher"; and there have been other 
cases which did not go so far, but where 
the teacher was entirely out of sympathy 
with, and unable to cooperate with, tlic 
master. In such cases, a teacher has be<Mi 
known to take and successfully malntaiii, 
the position that no transfer should bi* 
made until th« re was a judicial Inveslipra- 
tion as to the merits of this long-standing 
controvtrny. and a final decision as to 



which of the two individuals on the whole 
had the better of the dispute; but we do 
not conceive that it is the duty of the 
Superintendent, or in case of appeal, of 
the School Committee, to unravel the 
taiigled skein of a long, personal contro- 
versy, for the sake of determining with 
exactitude the precise merits of the exist- 
ing difference of opinion. We regard it 
to be the duty of the Superintendent and 
Committee to view the good of such school 
as a whole, and make the transfer to some 
other position of equal rank if it will re- 
sult in more efficient service, and so con- 
tribute to the welfare of our schools. 

Another example to illustrate the wis- 
dom and advantage of a transfer, and a 
case which must frequently happen in a 
large system. Is a case where two teach- 
ers have excellent records and are of 
strictly equal professional attainments: 
and yet, without being able to specify 
exactly the reason or possibly to prove It 
In a series of acts, it Is well recognized 
by the Assistant Superintendents and Su- 
perintendent that one of the teachers is 
more magnetic, more sympathetic, more 
attractive to the pupils, and therefore per- 
haps can be transl erred with advantage to 
the system to a relatively difficult class, 
the other teacher being given a class which 
experience has shown Is less difficult and 
less likely to be affected by the somewhat 
Intangible difference in type between the 
two teachers. 

So long as such a transfer relates to a 
change between two different classes in the 
same building, the master will himself 
make the transfer— not as a punitive act 
or necessarily as discipline, "but as a mere 
administrative act for the benefit of his 
school as a whole— and will insist upon it, 
even if it results in one or both the teach- 
ers being disappointed; but the moment 
the occasion arises for making such a 
transfer of teachers of different schools, 
then all authority on the part of the mas- 
ter to make such a transfer ceases. Such 
a transfer must necessarily be made by 
the order of the Superintendent; and it Is 
perfectly natural for one of the m.isters, 
who Is simply looking at his own School, 
to think the transfer unreasonable or un- 
necessary, because he is not In a position 
to weigh, and has not been accustomed, 
and cannot perhaps be expected, to consider 
the balance of good to the system as a 
whole. 

It Is true that loyalty to a given school 
constitutes a motive for Interest and faith- 
fulness In work which should not be over- 
looked, and this Committee does not con- 
sider It necessary, and does not Intend, 
that tran.sfers shall ever be so frequent as 
to destroy this valuable element of suc- 
cessful school administration. 

We think that those who differ from the 
Superintendent and the School Committee 
as to the wisdom of this particular trans- 
fer should at least remember that It Is 
not going to wreck two .«?trong, well-estab- 
lished schools to have an interchange of a 
single teacher in each school to a corre- 
srondlng position in the other. 

This Committee has provided that once 
In seven years a teacher's place In a school 
mav be taken by a substitute at half pay, 
while the regular teacher Is permitted to 
have a year's leave of absence on half pay. 
for the sake of the broadening Infiuence oi 
a change of environment and the profes- 
sional advantages to be gained from a year 
of travel or study; and although the Com- 
mittee has no intention of embarking on 
such a policy, yet It Is not unreasonable 
to think that the change of a given teach- 
er perhaps once In a lifetime, from the 
environment of one school to another may 
plso prove to be broadoning and stimulat- 
ing, rather than harmful. 

Another impression which seemed to be 
prevalent In the minds of many who op- 
posed this transfer was that the Dorches- 
ter High School was an inferior school, as 
compared with the Girls' Latin School, 
and that therefore a transfer from the 
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Olrls' Latin School to the Dorchester High 
School must necessarily be something of a 
degradation in rank. This Committee does 
not share in this view, and considers that 
the Dorchester High School, with its 1147 
pupils, Is fully the equal in importance to 
the Olrls' Latin School, with its 495 pupils. 
It is true that the purposes of these 
schools are somewhat different. In the one 
.case the primary object of the school in 
to fit for college, while in the other case 
the primary object is to fit dlrectlv for lite 
work; though from the Girls' Latin School 
graduate a certain number of young wo- 
men who do not go to college, and from 
the Dorchester High School graduate a 
certain number of pupils who do go to 
college. 

The Committee feels that the task of 
fitting a boy or girl directly for his or her 
life work, who only has four more years 
to devote to the purpose, is fully as diffi- 
cult, fully as Important to the community, 
and requires quite as much ability, as 
spending four years fitting for the college 
entrance examinations a Doy or girl who 
thereafter is to have at least four addi- 
tional years In which to prepare for his 
or her life work. 

That so considerable a portion of the 
pupils in our high and Latin schools have 
been either unable or unwilling to go on. 
with their studies, has long been a matter 
of discussion and concern to the membf-rs 
of this Committee, the Superintendent, as- 
sistant superintendents, masters and 
teachers. It has also frequently been a 
subject of discussion at teachers' conven- 
tions. The same question has also arisen 
and been given much study by this Com- 
mittee, and other school officials, in con- 
nection with our evening schools, and this 
Committee, acting on the suggestion of the 
Superintendent, has also applied ceitain 
measures to our evening schools which It 
is hoped will give better results, for while 
there Inevitably will be some dropping out 
from our high schools and evening schODls 
of pupils who enter at the beginning of 
a season, yet this Committee has been of 
the opinion that the "waste product" of 
all of these schools is excessive, and indi- 
cates that an improvement in the methodn 
of the schools will result in a diminution. 

This Committee has considered that on 3 
remedy in both these classes of schools, 
is to offer courses which will be of more 
immediate practical every-day value than 
those which have been offered in the past. 
The new High School of Commerce and 
the Girls' High School of Practical Arti 
represent one phase of the way in which 
this problem has been attacked by this 
Committee and the Superintendent. It is 
true that the form of appeal exemplified 
by these two schools does not apply to 
the pupils in our two Latin schools, who 
enter them with a desire to pursue a dis- 
tinctly classical course of study, with gen- 
erally a fixed purpose of being fitted for 
college; but still it is the belief of the 
Committee that in both the Lattii schools 
the "waste product" has been too large, 
and that too many pupils have dropped 
out of these two schools, either because 
of lack of Interest or because the work 
has been too difficult. 

On January 1, 1907, the master of one of 
the high schools wrote a well-considered 
letter to the Superintendent calling atten- 
tion to the increasing Importance of this 
problem, and this resulted in the whole 
subject being given more formal consid- 
eration than up to that time had been the 
case. This letter was submitted to the 
Board of Superintendents at their meeting 
on January 4, 1907. and the ^etter was re- 
ferred to a committee of three of the assist- 
ant superintendents. This Committee re- 
ported to the Board of Superintendents on 
January 18, 1907, and after a consideration of 
the report, the Board of Superintendents 
voted that a special council, consisting of 



all the assistant superintendents, six of 
the high school heaa-masters, five of the 
elementary school principals, and ten of 
the teachers in the high and elementary 
schools, should be appointed to consider the 
subject. At their first meeting they were 
asked to express their views in writing 
and the council then adjourned for two 
weeks, so that these views might be formu- 
lated; and subsequently five or six meet- 
ings of the council were held. Besides 
those formally appointed as members of 
this council, at each meeting other head> 
masters and teachers were present and 
either took part In the discussion or lis- 
tened; and the Superintendent was also 
present at several of the meetings. The 
assistant superintendent, who was the 
chairman and presided at practically all 
of these meetings, stated to us that the 
following propositions embodied directly 
the consensus of opinion of the council: 

1. That the entering classes in the High 
and Latin Schools be placed under some of 
the best teachers In those schools. 

2. That the size of the divisions be re- 
duced as much as possible. 

3. That the pupils be sifted according to 
their ability and accomplishments, so as 
neither to discourage the slower nor stul- 
tify the brighter ones. 

4. That the attitude of the teachers 
should be one of encouragement, rather 
than criticism, especially until the child 
has adjusted himself to his new environ- 
ment. 

5. That instead of marking each pupil 
by subtracting a certain amount from a 
theoretical perfection which no pupil can 
attain, they be marked on a basis of what 
they actually accomplish. 

The members of this Committee believe 
that these proposed changes were founded 
on correct educational principles; that the 
methods of teaching heretofore in vogue in 
our Latin and High Schools are susceptible 
of Improvement— And improvement along 
the lines of these propositions— and that a 
change in these respects is desirable in the 
Girls' Latin School as well as in the other 
high schools of Boston, not with a view 
to the lowering of the standard or sacri- 
ficing the abler pupils of any of these 
schools, but to the end that by approach- 
ing the pupils in a more encouraging and 
a less critical spirit, the Interest of the 
pupils may be maintained, the percentage 
of losses reduced, and the work of all 
accomplished with lass physical, mental 
and nervous strain. 

In April, 1907, the Superintendent met the 
teachers and Head-Master of the Girls' 
Latin School for the purpose of explaining 
and inculcating these principles of high 
school instruction, and explaining by con- 
trast wherein the previous methods were 
defective. It has been urged upon us that 
this explanation by the Superintendent was 
not clear and that the new principles of 
instruction were not made plain to the 
teachers at this meeting. But we have 
had before us the stenographic report of 
the Superintendent's remarks at that meet- 
ing. It is true that the whole subject of 
this proposed change is one of general 
principle and attitude, and that the Super- 
intendent therefore did not deal with spe- 
cific acts on a certain dav by a given 
teacher; yet it seems to us that the whole 
subject was made perfectly clear in the 
Superintendent's remarks, and that the il- 
lustrations he used tended still further to 
clarify the principles which he stated. 

Because the formulation of this policy 
must neces.<9arily be in general terms is no 
objection to the policy. It must be clear 
to any thoughtful person that there may 
be vast differences in the methcds of 
marking pupils, and that different methods 
of marking may have widely different ef- 
fects upon the pupils dealt with, and that 
some teachers and some schools may ap- 
proach their pupils in a too critical and 
irom a too destructive point of. view. 
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marking the paper of a pupil worthless 
who may have translated a page of Eng- 
lish Into Latin with but few errors of 
minor importance and slight significance. 
Others dealing with the same exercise from 
the constructive point of view would rec- 
ognize that while the results fell short of 
perfection yet, nevertheless, the pupil had 
labored faithfully at his task, that his time 
and labor had not been thrown away, but 
that he had accomplished a considerable 
portion of his task. 

At this meeting at the Girls' Latin School 
in April, 1907, the Superintendent criticized 
the point of view of the teachers and 
stated that unless his desires In this re- 
gard were complied with he would feel 
bound to transfer one or more of the 
teachers whose Influence he believed was 
against the adoption of this plan. There 
may not since that date have existed in 
the school, and we are prepared to believe 
that there has not. any active oppopltlon 
or Intentional violation of the Superintend- 
ent's instructions; but the Superintendent 
in December became convinced that the 
transfer of Miss Grlswold to another high 
school, as an administrative and remedial 
act, would aid in the adoption of these 
principles in the Girls' Latin School. 

We do not regard the transfer as a pun- 
ishment, nor even as discipline. It is rather 
a Judgment o^ a superior officer as to the 
sympathy and adaptation of a particular 
individual for carrying out a particular 
policy. These qualities, themselves, lik*^ 
the temperament, are uncommunicable and 
difficult to put Into precise and definite 
language; and the reasons upon which an 
estimate of these qualities are reached 
must necessarily be less susceptible of 
definite and precise demonstration than 
would fee reqxiired to establish a concrete 
fact upon which a Judgment -would be en- 
tered in a court of law. We think the 
Judgment of the Superintendent was cor- 
rect, and we see no reason to doubt that 
It was arrived at upon sufficient grounds. 
We wish to say, furthermore, that we 
think the Superintendent's Judgment wa.s 
arrived at without .any personal b'as or 
partisan or Improper i.iotlves of any sort. 
We regard his action as an administrative 
act, calculated to aid In putting into effect 
a desirable change of educational policy in 
the school. 

There is no Intention on the part of the 
Superintendent or this Committee to make 
any attack upon the Girls' Latin School, 
as seem^ to have been the fear of some 
of the alumnae; but it is essential that 
every school In the city should be promptly 
responsive to a change In policy determined 
upon after careful deliberation by the re- 
sponsible heads of the system. 

If there has been any disorganization in 
the Girls' Latin School, the School Com- 
mittee believes that it is not the result of 
the mere transfer of a single t(jAcher to a 
position of corresponding rank in another 
school, but is due to a mlsunderstandlm? 
on the part of many as to the meaning of 
a transfer and the significance to be at- 
tached to it. 

We therefore unanimously endorse the 
action of the Superintendent in making the 
transfer in question. 

There Is another aspect of this case 
which has given the Committee more con- 
cern than the original cause of the con- 
troversy. This Committee would not be 
fitted to be entrusted with the general 
oversight of all the schools of Boston if 
it did not know and recognize that the 
master of any particular district who is 
in dally contact with his pupils, through 
them and by personal acquaintance with 
their parents, can enlist tho active sym- 
pathy and support of his pupils and their 
parents in favor of almost any proposition 
on which he differs from the Superinten- 
dent, or from the Superintendent and the 
School Committee; but in the Interest of 
good administration and of the superior 



authority which it Is absolutely essential 
to maintain for the proper administration 
of any school system, it has been the cus- 
tom for the master of the district who dif- 
fered from the Superintendent, to first ap- 
peal to him for a reconsideration of his 
decision, and if this is not secured and 
the matter does not Involve a really seri- 
ous question, to consider it settled. If the 
matter does seem to be of great moment, 
then the master appeals from the Super- 
intendent to the School Committee, who, 
so far as we are aware, have no selfish 
Interests in these matters, and are Attca 
to proceed to a reconsideration of the 
whole question In a Judicial spirit. 

In this particular case, the Head-Master 
of the Girls' Latin School has complained 
that he was not Informed of the proposed 
transfer before the subject was discussed 
with the Head-Master of the Dorchester 
High School; but it would be unreasonable 
for this Board to rule that the Superinten- 
dent must receive both tlie head-nriasters 
concerned In his office simultaneously, and 
it Is clear that neither one has a grievance 
because of the mere fact that the other 
was the first to be Informed. Late Friday 
afternoon, Dec. 6. 1907, the proposed trans- 
fer was discussed for the A^st time by the 
Superintendent with the Head-Master of 
the Dorchester High School, and on the 
following Monday-the ^lext school day- 
the HeaS-Master of the GlHs' patln School 
was asked to come to tbe Superintendent s 
office where the transfer was dUcussed 
with him on Tuesday afternoon, and at trje 
close of this second interview, notice of 
the transfer was mailed to both schools It 
is apparently true that the bead-raasters 
of these two schools happened to see each 
other on Friday evening after the first In- 
terview, that the matter was spoken ^ by 
the Hekd-Master of the l^orchester High 
School and that thle constituted JJf. Tet- 
low's first notice of the proposed transfer 
but the Superintendent would have dls- 
cussed^'^h? matter with him In any even 
before making the trai^f^^^ ^Ji^Jl^ ^^fit^ 
ti-^l fact Is that the Head-Master of the 
Girls' Latin School did have a long and 
complete discussion of the matter with the 
Superintendent in his office on Tuesday, 
and It was only after the dose of this in- 
terview on Tuesdav afternoon that the Su- 
nerTnt^nrtent caused the notice of the trans- 
fer to be mailed to the two schools The 
transfer was to take effect on January 2nd. 
some three weeks after the date of issue, 
on the reopening of the schools after the 
Cb»-lMmas hollflays. r-i*ia» T^itin 

The Head-Ma.ster of the Girls Latin 
School notified the Superintendent during 
his discussion with him Pi-oce^ng the 
transfer, that he should appeal to the Com- 
mittee He was told bv the Superintendent 
that such an appeal Was entirely proper, 
and that he. the Superintendent, would 
abide by the result of the Head-MMte^s 
appeal, whatever it might be. The Head- 
Master of the Girls' I^tln School accord- 
ingly appealed to the Committee, and a 
hearing was held on December 16th. some 
two weeks before the date when the trans- 
fer was to become effective. The Head- 
Master of the Girls' Latin School was heard 
at length by the Committee, and was urged 
in the progress of the hearing to .take all 
the time he needed to express his views 
fully. The Committee after a careful con- 
sifleratlon of the matter, unanimously de- 
cided that the transfer was In the Interest 
of good school administration, and accord- 
ingly confirmed the action of the Superin- 
teruiont. ^, ,. . a ^ 

The Committee have not the slightest 
doubt that if the decision of the Board 
hfHl been against the Superintendent, he 
would have deemed it his duty, in the In- 
terest of the welfare of the schools, to 
respect the conclusion of the Committee, 
and to let the matter rest there; but the 
decision was against the master, who there- 
upon took the attitude of vigorous opposi- 
tion to the decision of the Superintendent 
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and the decision of the Board, and pro- 
ceeded to encourage a violent public op- 
I osition to the conclusion of his superior 
officers in the school service. Petitions 
against the transfer were signed by the 
children of the school, and at least some 
of them in the school rooms during school 
hours. The Head-Master also wrote letters 
to the newspapers, which weifS couched in 
language of entirely unnecessary disrespect 
to his superior office.', tho Superintendent. 

A criticism of the conduct of the Head- 
Master in regard to this matter is not in- 
tended in the least as a criticism of ihe 
motives or sincerity of the children of the 
school, or the alumnae or the parents. 
They were perfectly sincere in their views, 
and they believed and probably a majority 
of them still believe, that the transfer was 
an administrative mistake, and this Bmrd 
was ready and glad to listen to their argu- 
ments and reasons, but the Head- Master 
of the school knew that this Board would 
have been equally glad to have listened 
to a committee of parents or of the 
alumnae before the letters written to the 
newspapers by the master of the school 
and others had turned a simple adminis- 
trative question of the transfer of a 
teacher into a public agitation, to the in- 
Jury of his school and of the school sys- 
tem. 

Shortly after the hearing accorded In 
Mr. Tetlow by the School Committee in 
December, the Chairman of the Committee 
visited Mr. Tetlow and asked him to con- 
sider calmly whether he felt that the trans- 
fer of one of his teachers and the replacing 
of that teacher by one of equal rank, war- 
ranted an extensive public agitation CFf the 
matter, and whether it would not on the 
whole be more to the Interest of nis I'chool 



and the school administration, inasmuch 
as he had had a full hearing before the 
Board and the Board had decided against 
him, for him to acquiesce in the decision 
of the Superintendent and the Board. Wo 
are of opinion that if the course pursued 
by Mr. Tetlow since the first decision of 
the Board in this case were followed by the 
80 other school principals in the city in 
regard to questions of not greater Impor- 
tance, it would lead to administrative 
anarchy in the school system. 

We are not willing to overlook Mr. Tet- 
low's long and faithful service in behalf ot 
the schools of Boston, but we do think 
that Mr. Tetlow has become too fixed in 
the idea that, his school cannot be im- 
proved, and also in the belief that it ia a 
thing apart from the general school system 
and that he is the sole Judge of the meth- 
ods to be used in that school; and we feel 
it our duty to express specifically our dis- 
approval of his attitude in regard to this 
transfer.

Gillott Esterbrook. and 
the Baglc Company, and recommeDdlng 



that in the future the purchase of the Gil- 
lott pens, which are the most expensive, be 
discontinued; that pencils are purchased 
from the Dixon Graphite Company, the 
Eagle Company, and the Paber Company, 
and' that for equal grades of pencils there ~ 
is no difference in the prices made by these 
companies. No change with respect to the 
purchase of pencils is recommended. With 
regard to supplementary books, there is 
material sufficiently near an equivalent 'to 
warrant the substitution of one for another, \ 
and certain substitutions of this kind will 
be included by the Board of Superinten- 
dents in its recommendations concerning 
text and supplementary books, which are 
to be presented later.

PROTECTION AGAINST FIRE. SCHOOL 
BUILDINGS. 

The following communication, addressed 
to the Board by its Chairman, under date 
of Mar. 16. 1908. was received:— 

Boston, Mar. 16, 1M6. 
To the Boston School Committee:— 

Gentlemen:— The Chairman of the School 
Committee, Immediately after the Cleveland 
catastrophe, knowing that the members of 
tae Committee would be anxious to go over 
carefully the protection against Are afford- 
ed to our scnool children here in Boston, 
wrote to the Superintendent, on Mar. 5, 
calling attention to the terrible loss of 
life in the Cleveland school-house, and ask- 
ing him to make a thorough inspection of 
everything relating to fire discipline and 
fire protection in our schools, to see if ' 
there was anything left undone which 
ought to be done to increase the safety of 
the children. 

Pursuant to these instructions, the Super- 
intendent has visited, with the Chairman, 
a large number of the schools and has also 
submitted to the Chairman reports from 
the prtnclpal of each public school in 
Boston. 

The CThairman at the same time Instruct- 
ed the Schoolhouse Custodian to make a 
careful examination of each school build- 
ing in the city to see if he could suggest 
any precautions against fire. This examin- 
ation is still being conducted, but the 
Schoolhouse Custodian has been reporting 
to the Chairman from day to day as the 
examination proceeds. Copies of the re- 
sults of the examinations made by the Cus- 
todian have been furnished, as received, to 
the Schoolhouse Commis.sion. 

This Committee recognizes the fact that 
it Is not charged with the building or the 
structural condition of the school-houses, 
but at the same time, In view of the vital 
consequence of securing all available and 
reasonable means of Are protection to the 
children, the Chairman has felt that the 
Committee would not be fulfilling its obli- 
gations to the public if It did not call the 
attention of the Schoolhouse Commission 
to such structural defects as came to the 
knowledge of the Committee. 

Protection of the children in case of Are 
depends upon three things:— 

1. The efficiency of the fire drill, which 
necessarily Involves (a) adequate means 
for giving the alarm, and (b) adequate 
means of prompt egress from the building 

2. Such a structural condition of the 
building as either to prevent the starting 
of fire or the rapid progress of fire 
when started, and especially, so far as pos- 
sible, to prevent the spread of fire in 
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such a way as to cut off all available 
means of e^ess before the children can 
leave the building. 

Your Chairman can report to the Com- 
mittee that after visiting unexpectedly 
about 36 of our school buildings, located m 
widely separated districts, he found that 
the principals of the various schools had 
conducted nre drills faithfully and effi- 
ciently, and that, the order and rapidiiy 
with which the children leave the school 
• buildings in practically every case upon 
the souhding of the school fire signal are a 
great credit to both the principals of our 
schools and the teachers. The fire drill 
can, however, be improved, In the opinion 
of the Chairman, in several particulars. 

The exit of the children from the 
building should be timed, not from 
the moment the signal is given, but 
from the moment that the fire is supposed 
to be discovered by the teacher. Janitor or 
master in some room or portion of the 
building. For example, as nearly as possi- 
ble to reproduce fire conditions, the suppo- 
sition at one time should be that the Jani. 
tor has suddenly discovered a fire in the 
boiler room. The time should be counted 
from that instant, and the janitor should 
himself take the necessary steps to insure 
thd sounding of the signal. At another 
time the fire should be supposed to have 
started in one of the children's coat rooms, 
adjoining a room on perhaps one of the 
upper stories, and to have been discovered 
by the teacher of that room, who should 
be instructed to act just as she would In 
case of an actual fire. It has been sug- 
gested that to perfect this method each 
principal should have in his office a block 
of wood painted red, and that when this 
block Is delivered to the janitor in the 
basement or to any teacher In the building, 
it should be taken to mean that a fire is 
supposed to have started at that moment 
and at that point, and that the children 
must be immediately gotten out of the 
building. 

In some of the schools the janitor alone 
is depended upon to open all the doors. In 
other schools we found that the moment 
a gong sounded two of the older and 
stronger pupils ran to each door to make 
sure that they were opened, and this should 
be the practice.— 1. e., the janitor should be 
instructed to proceed at once to the exits 
to make sure that they are open, but In 
order to avoid the possibility of the chil- 
dren getting there first, or in case the 
janitor Is delayed, there should be two 
pupils designated and trained in advance 
to run at once to each separate exit to see 
that that particular exit is opened. 

Turning now to the structural changes 
which will facilitate the fire drill, it seems 
evident to your Chairman (a) that the fire 
gong should be a different bell, with an 
entirely distinct quality of sound from the 
school bell in ordinary use; (b) that it 
should be possible to ring this bell from 
each corridor and also from the basement 
of the building; (c) that the bell should be 
rung by a mechanical pull instead of being 
made to depend upon the condition of an 
electric battery. 

As to the location of the place or places 
from which the fire alarm can be given, 
there is at present no uniformity in the 
schools. In some cases, and possibly in a 
majority, the signal can be given only 
from the master's office. In other 

cases, it can be given from one or two of 
the corridors, but not from all. We found 
in one case that the janitor, in order to 
give the fire signal, was obliged to go up 
four flights of stairs into the master's 
office. We found in several cases during 
our examination that from the time the 
janitor was Instructed to give the signal, 
to the time when the alarm was actually 
g^ven. was nearly as long as the time con- 
sumed in getting the children out of the 
building after the giving of the alarm; and 
in one case it took the Janitor consider- 



ably longer to ring the fire signal than It 
did for the children to get out of the build- 
ing after they received the signaL 

The Chairman suggests a simple me* 
chanical pull for the gong, extending 
downwards from floor to floor through the 
building, because It is never certain that 
an electric battery may not have run 
down or have been neglected. Fbr exam- 
ine, in the case of one building where the 
master's custom is to notify each room 
separately by a separate electric bell, one 
of the room bells did not ring at all. In 
another case, where the signal was given 
by ringing a gong in the corridor. It was 
not sufficiently loud, for one of the teach- 
ers did not hear the gong, or mistook it 
for one of the ordinary signals of the 
school, and the class remained in Its room. 

So far as the structural condition of the 
schools is concerned, the most serious de- 
fects are to be found in the smaller and 
older buildings. In most of these build- 
ings there are two staircases, which are 
generally constructed of wood. In such 
buildings the furnace Is frequently placed 
directly underneath the lower wooden 
fioor, and as the wooden stairways are, 
owing to the smallness of the building, 
necessarily near together, there Is danger 
that a fire which would prevent the use ot 
one of the stairways would also prevent 
tho use of the other. In every case of this 
sort, it seems Imperative that an ade- 
quate outside fire escape should be pro* 
vided. The majority of these buildings are 
old and it Is hoped to abandon many of 
them within the next few years; but If 
fire escapes of standard construction are 
placed on 4:hese old buildings now. they 
can be removed when the building is 
abandoned and utilized to some extent at 
least on other buildings. 

In the opinion of your Chairman the 
vertical ladder type of fire escape is use- 
less. The children cannot safely be trust- 
ed to go down these ladders as part of a 
•fire drill, and it is clear that they can 
much less safely be trusted— in fact, thoy 
would find it Impossible— to utilize these 
ladders in case of fire. 

Quite a large number of the older build- 
ings are now equipped with fire escapes of 
the stairway pattern. There is no diffi- 
culty whatever in the use of this type of 
escape, and wherever it exists its use 
should be made a part of the fire drill. In 
several buildings equipped with such fire 
escapes your Chairmaii found that when 
the signal was rung the children of the 
upper stories at once went out of the 
building by means of these exterior fS- 
capes. 

On the outer side of these fire escapes 
there is placed a hand rail. Usually no 
hand rail is placed on the side adjoining 
the building, but there should be a hand 
rail on this side also, because as the chil- 
dren come down two abreast the child on 
the inside should have its hand upon a 
rail to prevent any danger of stumbling or 
falling forward and not only Injuring him- 
self, but causing disorder and possible in- 
jury to others. 

The fire escape at the Qirls' High School 
Is not used, but the principal states that If 
added protection from falling, or from fear 
of falling, by means of additional grating 
or rods is afforded them, the escape can be 
used without danger or difficulty. This 
should be done at once, and the question 
whether this building needs an additional 
fire escape should also be carefully consid- 
ered. 

So far as the doors are concerned, the 
Chairman believes that all the doors of 
corridors and exits now swing outward, 
but. at least In the case of the older build- 
ings, there Is no standard form of lock 
In use. In many cases, one of the leaves 
of the door is bolted by separate indepen- 
dent bolts at the top and bottom. These 
should be removed and other bolts of a 
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modem type put on, 00 that it wlU be 
possible to open both doors by a elnffle 
turn of one handle. 

It is also true that when the leaf of a 
door is thrown open there should be an au- 
tomatic catch to hold it open,— with per- 
haps a staple and hook also, in case the 
automatic catch should be out of order. 
Tour Chairman found that in several in- 
stances the pupils arrived at the exits be- 
fore the Janitor was able to hook back 
all of the doora 

It will be observed that the only one 
of these greneral structural chancres which 
involves any considerable expense is the 
additional fire escape. 

Various detailed susrcrestions relating to 
specific buildings, as well as the material 
portions of the reports received from the 
principals will be submitted by the Chair- 
man to the Schoolhouse Commission unless 
otherwise instructed by this Committee.

OPPORTUNITIES FOR STUDY ACCES- 
SIBLE TO BOSTON TEACHERS. 

A communication was received from the 
Superintendent, under date of Apr. 21, 1908. 
with reference to the order passed at the 
meeting of Sept. 5, 1907, stating that be 
has received the following preliminary re- 
port from the committee of teachers ap- 
pointed to investigate the opportunities for 
study accessible to Boston teachers:— 
Your committee of teachers appointed 
at the request of the School Com- 
mittee to "investigate opportunities for 
study accessible to Boston teachers, 
having specially in mind courses in even- 
ing and summer schools of such nature 
that teachers who so desire may obtain 
credit sufficient to complete a college 
course in a sabbatical year," begs leave 
to present this preliminary report in or- 
der that plans may be made for the 
work of 1908-9. 

I. Your committee first made itself 
acquainted with the opportunities for 
collegiate work open to teachers in ser- 
vice outside of New England and pre- 
pared a conspectus of the conditions un- 
der which the degrees of A. B. and A. M. 
are granted for i»uch work at Columbia 
University, the University of Pennsyl- 
vania, and the University of Chicago. 

II. A copy of this conspectus with a 
circular letter asking a favorable con- 
sideration of the opening of similar op- 
portunities to the teachers of Boston 
was personally presented to the officials 
of all higher institutions within easy 
distance of the city. 

III. These communications were not 
only cordially received but In many in- 
stances welcomed as an aid to the solu- 
tion of the problem of teachers* courses 
upon which the colleges have been work. 
Ing with unsatisfactory results and as 
a movement leading to the cooperation 
of educational forces which will beneflt 
the higher institutions as well as the 
lower schools. 

IV. The colleges and universities in 
general express their willingness to ad- 
mit teachers without examination, to 
give credit for all work of college grade, 
whether done in colleges or in normal 
schools and to make every effort to 
meet the needs of the teachers as to 
hours, fees, and preferred courses. 

V. While expressing entire sympathy 
with the movement and the most earn- 
est desire to grant the request of your 
committee, the institutions addressed feel 
that they cannot make definite plans for 
classes and courses without the coopera- 
tion of an authorized representative of 
the school administration or of the 
teaching body, in order that the work 
offered may attract the largest possible 
number of teachers and the success of 
the undertaking be assured from the 
start. 

VI. Your committee therefore respect- 
fully recommends:— 

1. That all teachers Interested In col- 
legiate or professional study be in- 
formed of the new opportunities 
open to them as soon as practicable. 

2. That a representative offfcial or 
committee of teachers be authorized 
to cooperate with the college offi- 
cials in planning teachers' courses 
and other study classes for the year 
1906-9. 

3. That the teachers of Greater Bos- 
ton be invited to share in the priv- 
ileges afforded by this movement 



4. That the School Committee be re- 
quested to encourage the teaching 
body to undertake this work by:— 

a. Accepting certificates for col- 
lege courses in lieu of promotion- 
al examinations. 

b. Recognizing such academic and 
professional study in the ranking 
of teachers. 

VII. Your committee has also investi- 
gated opportunities for study in Institu- 
tions not granting degrees, and finds 
them equally cordial in their attitude 
and liberal In their conditions. 

In submitting this report your commit- 
tee cannot sufficiently emphasize the im- 
portance which the higher institutions 
attach to this movement on the part of 
the school administration of Boston or 
their appreciation of its far-reaching 
benefits to the teaching profession and 
the cause of education In New England.

Assistants In vacation 
schools must hold a certificate of qualifi- 
cation, elementary school, class B, or a 
higher certificate, or a kindergarten certifi- 
cate, or a special certificate. The provi- 
sions of this paragraph shall not operate 
to prevent the reappointment to a position 
of equal rank in subsequent years of per- 
sons employed in vacation schodls during 
and before the year 1906, 

5. No woman teacher holding a perma- 
nent position In a public day school shall 
serve In a vacation school. 

6. Each vacation school shall be entitled 
to one principal, and not more than five 
first assistants. The whole number of 
teachers in each school, exclusive of the 
principal, shall not exceed one for each 
thirty pupils In attendance. Teachers shall 
be dismissed by the director of evening and 
vacation schools at the end of any week 
In which the average attendance has fallen 
below the number Justifying their employ- 
ment; except, that in case of an unusually 
large number of absences arising from pe- 
cjliar causes not extending beyond one 
day In a single week, the director of even- 
ing and vacation schools may continue for 
another week to employ the number of 
teachers Justified by the average attend- 
ance on the other days of the week ^n 
which said unusual absence occurred. 

7. The period during which vacation 
schools should be conducted, and their 
days and hours of sessions, shall be such 
as the Board may each year determine.

4. Instructors in athletics and assistant 
instructors ^in athletics must hold a cer- 
tificate pf qualification including those 
positions. Supervisors of schoolyard play- 
grounds and play teachers must hold a 
certificate of qualification, elementary 
school, class B, or a higher certificate. 
First assistants in playgrounds must hold 
a certificate of qualification, elementary 
school, class B. or a higher certificate, or a 
special physical training certificate for 
high schools. Assistants in playgrounds 
and assistants in sand gardens must hold 
a certificate of qualification, elementary 
school, class B. or a higher certificate, or 
a kindergarten certificate, or a special 
physical training certificate for high 
schools, or have been pupils in regular nt- 
tendiuice in the Boston Normal School dur- 
ing the preceding year, or have had one 
year's experience prior to June 1, 1906, in 
vacation schools or playgrounds maintained 
by the city of Boston. 

5. The period during which playgroQnds 
shall be conducted, and their days and 
hours of session, shall be such as the 
Board may each year determine.

TO SCHOOLROOMS.

The Board of Superintendents Is of the 
opinion that It would be unwise to chan^fe 
the place of graduation exercises from the 
assembly hall to the several class rooms, 
as any slight decrease in the expense of 
graduation to the parents, following such 
a change, would be more t^an offset by the 
loss of certain results which are highly 
desirable, and which come from a public 
graduation held In an assembly hall. A 
school diploma, representing as it may, 
three, four, or eight years' work on the 
part of a pupil, should be awarded with 
appropriate ceremony and dignity. Gradua- 
tion exercises held in an assembly hall 
possess a value and have an influence that 
should not be underestimated. They bring 
the school to the notice ot the community 
in a manner that no other school function 
can; they tighten the bonds between home 
and school; they are an Incentive to pub- 
lic spirit; they promote civic Improvement 
and pride of citizenship; they foster the 
social and educational Ideals of the com- 
munity; they exert many other formative 
Influences. . . ^ 

The Board of Superintendents is of the 
opinion that "The attending expenses to 
the parents of children participating in 
such graduation exercises" may and ought 
to be diminished. Principals, teachers, 
and parents should unite in insisting on 
much less display on the part of the pupils, 
and on a becoming simplicity of dress.

OPPORTUNITIES FOR STUDY ACCES- 
SIBLE TO BOSTON TEACHERS. 

A communication vras received from the 
Board of Superintendents, under date of 
May 18. 1908, relative to the order passed 
at the meetingr of Apr. 21, referring to said 
Board for investigation and report recom- 
mendation 4 of section VI. of the prelim- 
inary report of the committee of teachers 
appointed to investigate opportunities for 
study accessible to iBoston teachers, stat- 
ing that it has given the matter careful 
consideration, and presenting the following 
recommendations :— 

(1) That certificates for courses which 
count toward a degree shall be accepted in 
lieu of the academic work towards pro- 
motional examinations. The Board feels 
that such work cannot take the place of 
the professional part of the examinations 
since success In the schoolroom and methods 
pursued by the teacher are, and must be, 
purely personal characteristics; and no 
amount of academic work can o»Tset per- 
sonal qualifications. 

(2) The Board believes that academic and 
professional study in college or elsewhere 
may be of great advantage to the teacher 
and, other things being equal, would make 
the teacher of more value in the school- 
room, but in the ranking of teachers all 
things must be considered, especially the 
personal power and influence of the teach- 
er, which is not necessarily represented by 
collegiate degrees. The Board therefore 
recommends that no academic or profes- 
sional study in such courses shall deter- 
mine the rank of teachers.

Dear Sir:— 

The School Committee feels impelled to 
call to the attention of the Schoolhouse 
Commission the unprecedented failure of 
the Commission to have in readiness at the 
opening of the school year, on Sept. 9, the 
additional elementary school accommoda- 
tions asked for In the official communica- 
tion addressed by the Superintendent of 
Schools to the Schoolhouse Commission on 
June 29, 1908. 

We estimate that on the opening school 
day there will be at least 500 elementary 
school children for whom additional accom- 
modations have been speciflcally asked and 
for whom the Commission has failed to 
provide, and who must accordingly be 
turned away from the school door on the 
morning of Sept. 9th. 

In addition to these 500 children, the sit- 
uation in the Qulncy District is very un- 
satisfactory. Approximately 1100 children 
must be turned away from the Qulncy and 
Andrew's Schools because the alterations 
in these two schools will not be completed 
at the beginning of the school year. 

In the Winthrop District, we are also in- 
formed, the Tyler-street School having ac- 
commodations for approximately 300 pupils, 
where repairs and alterations have been 
undertaken, will not be ready at the open- 
ing of the school year to receive school 
children, and the school authorities will be 
under the necessity of denying these chil- 
dren, also, admittance to the school. 

It appears to the School Committee that 
the present unsatisfactory condition of af- 
fairs is due chiefly to the fact that repairs 
and additional accommodations instead of 
being undertaken promptly at the close of 
the school year, have not been undertaken 
until half or more of the summer vacation 
has elap.sed. For example: We are in- 
formed that the- repairs to the Qulncy 
School, instead of being begun on June 25. 
the day after the school closed, were. In 
fact, not begun until August 3d. when 
more than half of the summer vacation 
had elapsed. We understand that the 
same thing Is true in regard to the An- 
drews School. 

In the case of the Tyler-street School, 
we are also informed that the work was 
not actively pursued until half or more of 
the vlLcation had elapsed. 



In the case of the Adams School, the 
need of three additional rooms was made 
known to the Commission by the letter of 
the Superintendent of June 29. We are in- 
formed by the letter of the Chairman of 
your Board, in response to our request for 
information, that the Schoolhouse Commis- 
sion expects to open bids for the required 
work on Sept. 8th, so in this case the 
work, even if now undertaken with the 
utmost promptness, would not be begun 
before the entire vacation has elapsed. 

It perhaps should be stated in explana- 
tion of the situation in the Adams School, 
that on Aug. 27th this Committee re- 
ceived a communication from the School- 
house Commission suggesting that in order 
to- defray the expense of these needed ac- 
commodations, an unexpended item of $4600 
should be transferred to this purpose. This 
Committee has today held a special meet- 
ing for the purpose of acting promptly 
upon this request of Aug. 27, but the Com- 
mittee would have been, of course, only 
too glad to have acted upon such a request 
if made last June, instead of a few days 
before the opening of the schools. 

In the case of the West End. which in- 
cludes the Bowdoin, Phillips Washington 
and Wells Districts, this Committee, 
through the Superintendent, asked for ad- 
ditional accommodations for seven classes, 
or 350 pupils. We do not understand that 
accommodations have been provided for 
any of these pupils for the opening of the 
school year. It is also true that in June. 
1907. the School Committee, by vote, in ac- 
cordance with the statute, asked for a new 
school building in the Phillips District, and 
set aside the money required for that pur- 
pose, but during the year and two months 
which have since elapsed no building oper- 
ations have been commenced nor have even 
the contracts been advertised. 

It does not seem necessary to remind the 
Commission of the delays In further de- 
tail which have occurred in furnishing ac- 
commodations required for the opening of 
the school year In other districts. We wish 
however, to call the attention of the Com- 
mission to the fact that the School Com- 
mittee requested three additional portable 
buildings In the Sherwin District. We un- 
derstand that the Commission has thus far 
refused to supply these additional accom- 
modations on the ground that the sphool 
rooms formerly held 56 seats and that be- 
fore the Commission will supply additional 
accommodations 56 boys must be placed in 
each room. The School Committee con- 
siders the number of pupils to be assigned 
to a room is entirely within its province. 
The Superintendent, in his letter of June 
29, 1908. requested these additional accom- 
modations and we must formally ask you 
to provide them. 

The School Committee has, by Its rules, 
sect. 292, par. 2, already adopted the policy 
of cutting the number of pupils to a 
teacher as fast as practicable down to 44. 
and where, as In the case of the Sherwin 
School the classes are CMnno'-'eil wholly 
of boys, which are more difficult to man- 
age than classes composed half of bovs and 
half of girls, It Is not only an unwarranted 
hardship on the teacher to insist on 56 pu- 
pils to a teacher, but it is also an educa- 
tional injustice to the children to give 
them a teacher who is taxed beyond the 
limit of her strength and efficiency.

Sept. 9. 1908. 

An adjourned meeting of the School Com- 
mittee of the City of Boston was held in 
the School Committee Chamber, Mason- 
street Buildingr, at 7:41 o'clock P. M., the 
Chairman presiding.

ADDITIONAL SCHOOL. ACCOMMODA- 
TIONS. 

The following communication was re- 
ceived:— 

City of Boston,

Mr. James J. Storrow, Chairman, School 

Committee. Boston. 

My dear sir:— I am in receipt of your let- 
ter of September 3d In which you appear to 
imply that the Board has not attended to 
Its duties In the usual way In providing 
additional new accommodation. I beg to 
state that the Board has followed the usual 
procedure and has done the work of pro- 
viding new accommodation in the custo- 
mary way, and that the situation is very 
much the same this year as is usual when 
school opens. The reports of Masters and 
Assistant Superintendents on the new ac- 
commodation required were summarized by 
the Superintendent in a list sent to me on 
the 29th of June. This list was, as usual, 
a tentative list proposed for the study of 
the Board, and for such action as the 
Board thought best. Wherever the Super- 
intendent reported new accommodation 
needed, the letters of Principals and As- 
sistant Superintendents were read and the 
situation carefully studied and then talked 
over with such of the school authorities 
as were available during the vacation, and 
the decision arrived at reported to the 
Superintendent. The Board had barely suf- 
ficient funds available to enable them to 
make the imperative repairs in the sum- 
mer, and were prohibited by law and by 
special orders from the Mayor from ex- 
ceeding their appropriation. It was neces- 
sary, therefore, to select the most urgeni 
cases and to postpone the others. 

In the Adams District, It was extremely 
diflCicult to find what would be the best 
way of meeting the required accommoda- 
tion for three classes. The Superinten- 
dent's list stated three additional porta- 
bles. There was no space for portables 
and we should have had to hire land to 
put them upon, nor had we any portables 
available that were empty, nor could we 
afford to buy portables from the repair 
fund, and the Corporation Counsel in- 
formed us that we could not buy portables 
from the loan account on "Land and Build- 
ings for Schools." We therefore, as the 
best possible solution, suggested rooms in 
the Plummer. The drawings' and specifi- 
cations were made, the permission of your 
Committee was obtained for the transfer 
of funds, and this work is under contract 
to be finished November 2. 

The only possible way to meet the diffi- 
culty in tne West End seemed to be bv the 
use of portables. We had no place, how- 
ever, to erect portables until we could pur- 
chase land to put them upon. The vari- 
ous steps leading up to the purchase of 
land on Joy Street has been followed Just 
as rapidly aa is possible under circum- 
stances that govern land takings. . B\)ur 



portables were bought from the West and 
were shipped over a month ago, but have 
not yet arrived, nor have the papers passed 
that give us absolute possession of the 
land. The buildings will be erected the 
moment these two points are met. 

The serious structural repairs that were 
necessary in the Quincy School and Tyler- 
street School could not be let until the 
Board had let the bulk of the necessary 
summer work, and was assured that the 
money necessary to do this work would 
remain. The work at the Quincy School 
has not interfered with the complete oc- 
cupation of the building. The work at the 
Tyler-street Schoo' will delay the organi- 
zation of school but a few days. 

The statement that "it appears to the 
School Committee that the present unsatis- 
factory condition of affairs is due chiefly 
to the fact that repairs and additional ac- 
commodations instead of being undertaken 
promptly at the close of the school year, 
have not been undertaken until half or 
more of the summer vacation has elapsed", 
is entirely at variance with the facts. 1 
regret that they appear in this light to the 
School Committee, but as a matter of 
fact, the repairs have been taken up 
promptly, thoroughly and carefully. 

In conclusion, I would remind your Com- 
mittee that every step taken this sum- 
mer, has been taken with the full knowl- 
edge and understanding of the Superinten- 
dent of Schools and of the Assistant Super- 
intendents most nearly interested. 

I have no record of "the fact that the 
School Committee requested three addi- 
tional portable buildings in the Sherwin 
District." The Superintendent transmitted 
the request of the Principal for two porta- 
bles and a room in the basement. In his 
letter of June 29th. and accompanied that 
request by a letter from the Assistant Su- 
perintendent stating tnat three rooms "will 
probably be needed." The importance of 
the Sherwin School in reference to the re- 
duction of numbers in the classes had not 
been called to the attention of this Board, 
which had no reason to believe that the 
Sherwin differed essentially from such 
schools as the Phillips. If the special cir- 
cumstances of the Sherwin School had 
been explained, the request would have 
been treated as very urgent, and the 
Board would have attempted to find the 
means to provide this accommodation. The 
declination was based wholly on financial 
reasons and not at all on any differences 
of opinion between my Board and the 
School Committee as to the desirable num- 
ber of pupils in a room. My letter of Au- 
gust 4tn unfortunately carried with it a 
very natural inference that my Board dis- 
agreed with the School Committee and 
proposed to join issue with it. This is not 
at all in accordance with the facts. The 
Board believes thoroughly in the reduction 
of numbers, and every new building Is now 
being planned for class-rooms accommo- 
daUng 44. 

If your letter, as Chairman of the School 
Committee, to me, as Chairman of the 
Board of Schoolhouse Commissioners, had 
been forwarded to this office before It 
was published, the false impression given 
to the public on this matter would have 
been avoided. I am.

what demoraltssing to the school for the

We understand from your statement this 
evening that thepupils wiU be permitted 
to occupy the Wlnchell School trithin a 
few days, and we hope that the work on 
the fire escapes which requires this dis- 
missal in the case of this school, and 
which still remains to be performed in 
numerous other school buildings, will not 
involve the dismissal of the pupils in 
theee other schools from time to time.

HEATING OF SCHOOL-HOUSES. 

A communication was received from the 
Schoolhouse Custodian, under date of Oct. 
8. 1908. reporting that no sessions are be- 
ing held in the Old Mather, Dorchester- 
avenue, John A. Andrew and Appleton- 
street School-houses this week, on account 
of the lack of heat in these buildings ow- 
ing to the fact that the heating appara- 
tus is being repaired. 

The Board proceeded to consider the 
matter referred to in the foregoing com- 
munlcativ n. and Principals Southworth of 
the Mather District, Owen of the Rice Dis- 
trict. Whittemore of the Marv Hemen- 
way District, Dimick of the W< lis District 
and Weaver of the Girls' High School of 
Practical Arts, appeared, and made state- 
ments with respect to the conditions of 
the heating apparatus in the aforesaid 
buildings. 

Subsequently, the communication from 
the Schoolhouse Custodian was placed on 
file, and the Chairman authorised to trans- 
mit the following communication to the 
Board of Schoolhouse Commissioners:—

R. Clipston Sturgis, Esq., Chairman, 
Schoolhouse Commission, 120 Boylston 
street, Boston. 
Dear Sir:— 

We desire to call the attention of the 
Schoolhouse Commission to the fact that 
the principals of five schools have been 
compelled to dismiss their pupils because 
the heating apparatus has not been in a 
condition for use. So far as this Board 
can determine, the defects in the heating 
apparatus of these several schools existed 
at the beginning of the long summer vaca- 
tion last June, and the present disorder of 
the heating apparatus, which has occa- 
sioned the dismissal of these pupils, is due 
to the fact that the necessary alterations 
and repairs have been undertaken since 
the reopening of the schools this autumn. 

The schools to which we refer, and the 
number of pupils dismissed in each case, 
are as follows:— 

Old Mather School: Temperature Thurs- 
day. Oct. 1, 60 degrees; on Friday, Oct. 
2, as low as 52 degrees in some of the 
rooms. The school dismissed on Friday. 
On Monday, Oct. 5. pupils reported again; 
temperature unsatisfactory; school dis- 
missed until heating apparatus is in con- 
dition for use. The master reports to us 
that the old boilers are out of the build- 
ing and the new boilers have not yet 
arrived. Number of pupils dismissed 340. 
Besides these, 80 pupils belonging to the 
Girls' High School of Practical Arts and 
occupying the third floor were unable to 
use the building. 

Appleton-Street School: Temperature 
too low on Wednesday, Sept. 30, Thurs- 
day, Oct. 1, Friday, Oct. 2. Monday, Oct. 
5. and Tuesday, Oct. 6. On Wednesday 
the rooms were so cold that, after consul- 
tation with the medical Inspector, it was 
deemed necessary to dismiss the school. 
Nurpber of pupils dismissed 460. 

Dorchester-Avenue School: Boiler taken 
out last week. School dismissed on 
Thursday. Oct. 1, and on Friday, Oct. 2. 
Pupils Instructed not to return until heat- 
ing apparatus was in condition for use. 
Number of pupils dismissed 160. 

John A. Andrew School: Temperature 
Wednesday Sept. 30. 52 to 56 degrees. 
Pupils told' not to return until they re- 
ceived notice and are still out. Number 
of pupils dismissed 720. _ . «^ 

Wells School: On Monday. Oct. o. 600 
pupils dismissed because the heating ap- 
paratus was not in condition for use. 

Mr Dimick. the principal of this school, 
reports that It was only necessary to dis- 
miss his pupils one day. 

We are Informed that the old boilers in 
the Wells School are to be discontinued 
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and new boilers are to be Installed this 

autumn. 

Tire School Committee would be glad to 
be informed as to how soon the heating 
apparatus in these several schools will be 
In readiness again for use, so that the pu- 
pils can return, and also whether there 
are any other school buildings where al- 
terations or repairs of the heating appara- 
tus are likely to require the dismissal of 
the* pupils. 

We enclose copy of letter received from 
the principal of the John A. Andrew School 
which indicates the disturbance to the 
school work caused by carrying on the 



work of repairing or replacing heating ap- 
paratus while the school is in session.

The board of superintendents may issue 
licenses to teach industrial subjects In 
evening Industrial schools, which licenses 
shall expire on tlie thirtieth day of June . 
following the date of issue, and shall not 
be extended or renewed, to persons who 
present satisfactory evidence of possess- 
ing good character and health, and who, 
upon investigation, shall be found to have 
had three years' satisfactory experience In 
the practical pursuit of the Industry the 
candidate is to teach, or one year's suc- 
cessful experience in teaching such sub- 
ject to classes.

Minors' Licenses. 

Section 440. No minor imder the age of 
fourteen years shall, in any street or pub- 
lic place of the city of Boston, work as a 
bootblack, or sell or expose for sale any 
books, newspapers, pamphlets, fuel, fruits, 
provisions, ice, live animals, brooms, agri- 
cultural implements, hand tools used in 
making boots and shoes, agricultural prod- 
ucts of the United States, or the products 
of his own labor or the labor of his fam- 
ily, unless he has a minor's license grant- 
ed him by the School Committee, and a 
badge issued to him by the superintendent 
of schools of said city, for so working or 
for so selling said articles. 

Sect. 441. The principal of a school or 
district. In which a minor under the skge 
of fourteen years is a pupil, shall receive 
the application, in duplicate, of the parent 
or gruardiaji of such minor or of any re- 
sponsible citizen of Boston, for a license 
for such minor to work as a bootblack, or 
to sell any or all the articles enumerated 
In the preceding section, and shall forward 
to the superintendent of schools each ap- 
plication that he approves, certifying in 
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each case so approved that said minor is 
regrular In attendance and fair In conduct. 
All sxich applications, If approved by the 
supei^intendent. shall be submitted by him 
to the School Committee at its first regu- 
lar meeting In each month. When the 
School Committee grants a license, the 
superintendent shall return to said prin- 
cipal one of said duplicate applications for 
filing, retaininjBT the other, and shall send 
to said principal a minor's badge, and 
said principal shall issue said badge to 
said minor, authorizing said minor to go 
about from place to place In the city of 
Boston, to sell newspapers, or to work as 
a bootblack, or In the streets or other 
public places In said city to sell any or all 
of the other articles enumerated in the 
preceding section. 

Sect. 442. 1. The licensee shall return 
his badge to the principal of the school at 
which he attends on or before the date on 
which his license expires, or before leav- 
ing the city if he Is to remove therefrom, 
or upon discontinuing selling. 

2. When a badge has been lost, the 
licensee losing it shall immediately report 
his loss to the superintendent of schools, 
who, on application of said licensee, may 
issue a duplicate badge. 

S. A charge of twenty-five cents shall 
' be made for the use of each badge or of 
each duplicate badge, for one year or any 
part thereof. 

Sect. 443. 1. The minor shall conform 
to the statutes, the ordinances of the city 
of Boston, and the regulations of the 
School Committee. 

2. He shall, so long as he continues to be 
licensed, attend, during every session 
thereof, one of the public schools, or some 
regularly established school in the city of 
Boston, unless excused from such attend- 
ance in accordance with the provisions of 
the statutes. 

8. He shall not sell, lend or give his 
badge to any one, nor furnish any un- 
licensed minor with newspapers or other 
articles to sell. 

4. He shall not sell newspapers in or on 
a street car, nor during school hours, nor 
before 6:30 o'clock in the morning, nor 
after 8 o'clock in the evening, except that 
on days of national, state or city elections, 
he shall not sell after 10 o'clock In the even- 
ing. 

5. He shall not at any time, while en- 
gaged In working as a bootblack, or selling 
articles In public places, congregate with 
other persons, nor make any unnecessary 
noise, nor In any. way disturb or annoy 
persons as they pass, nor obstruct free 
passage of any sidewalk, or entrance to 
any public place. 

6. He shall not at any time, while so 
working or selling, fall to wear his badge 
conspicuously in sight,' In such position as 
may be designated by the superintendent. 

7. Any minor who violates any of the 
foregoing provisions of the regulations will 
be deprived of his license and badge and 
will be subject to a fine. 

8. The superintendent may suspend a 
license for a period not exceeding two 
weeks, or revoke a license, subject to the 
approval of the School Committee. 

Sect. 444. Applications, licenses and 
badges shall be In such form as may bo 
approved by the superintendent of schools. 

Sect. 445. Licenses shall not be Issued to 
girls, nor to boys who are under the age of 
eleven years.
